Obtained  partial  Matriculation  in  1914  covering  eleven 
papers  but  requires  to  obtain  sixty  per  cent  on  Algebra  to 
complete  his  standing.  The  Principal  of  the  Collegiate 
Institute  states  that  the  candidate^  up  to  the  time  of 
enlistment^  has  been  taking  Honour  Matriculation  work  and 
tha+  owing  to  military  duties  he  cannot  continue  his  studies. 
The  PrinciptTl  has  not  been  informed  of  a  decision. 

7.  HAROLD  McPHFF.  ORILLIA 


Tried  Matriculation  in  1913  and  again  in  1914  but  obtained 
no  standing.  The  Principal  of  the  Orillia  Collegiate  Institute 
states  that  the  candidate  has  been  in  attendance  from  September^ 
1914  to  January^  1915,  when  he  withdrew  to  enlist.  At  the  school 
examinations  at  Christmas,  he  obtained  over  forty  per  cent  on 
each  subiect  and.  his  average  exceeded  six-^y  oor  cent.  No  action 
has  been  taken  on  the  application. 


8 .  A.  W.  MACDONALD.  PARRY  SOUND 

States  that  this  is  his  second  year  in  the  Third  Form.  Ho 
also  states  "it  is  not  my  intention  to  take  up  a  University 
course".  From  his  let'*-ers,  I  assume  that  he  is  merely  enquiring 
whether  any  general  action  is  to  be  taken  and  if  Matriculation 
i s  to  be  granted  to  those  '"ho  enlist  he  wiskes  to  be  one  of  the 
favoured  students.
